Importation Of German Goods 


The agitation of importers of German goods against the provision pro- 
posed in his budget speech by Sir Henry Drayton, Minister of Finance, that 
Canadian Customs shall disregard any depreciation in forcign currency 
greater than 50 per cent. was commented on in a recent interview with the 
Senior British Trade Commissioner, Capt. E. J. Edwards, of Montreal, with 
the remark that the prevention of imports of German goods at ruination 
Prices appeared to be just the aim in putting forward this provision. The 
German goods being brought in are, moreover, largely goods which are also 
manufactured in Canada, such as drygoods, felts, silks, cte., not to mention 
other things, such as cutlery, manufactured in the United Kingdom. 

“Tn allied and neutral countries the belief is general that German banks 
and other financial interests are artificially depressing their rate of ex- 
change,” said Capt. Edwards, “with the object of preventing imports into 
their country, and assisting them to build up their export trade again at 
the expense of the allies.”

In the first place, it will 
not change a condition of total blind- 
Just so long as the patient is 
able to discern, no matter how dimly, 
the passing of a hand a few inches 
before his face, even though it ap- 
pears to him little more than a 
shadow, there is time for the injection 
of the serum, When total darkness 
has closed down, the serum has no ef- 
fect, 


The second limitation is that the 
serum cannot be used in cases of 
blindness caused by accident, in 
which hemorrhage has resulted. It 


is said to have worked successfully 
only in cases caused by atrophy, 
which is the cause of practically all 
blindness not due to accident. Nine 
cases of this kind have been success- 
fully treated by Dr, Pond, it was said.

Lime in Agriculture |Charming Frock Of| SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


Use and Misuse of Lime and Results 
From Detailed Experiments, 

The use of lime in proper quan- 
tity, in proper quality, and the proper 
time will prove beneficial to most 
soils. Used otherwise, its effects are 
the reyerse, That there may be no 
lack. of knowledge on the subject, 
there has been issued by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at Ottawa, a re- 
vised cdition of a bulletin, entitled 
“Lime in Agriculture,” in which the 
Dominion Chemist, Dr, F, T. Shutt, 
has dealt comprehensively with the 
subject. From this bulletin it is 
learned that there are several classes 
of lime, such as quick lime, burnt 
lime, caustic lime, stone lime, ete., 
also that limestone of excellent qual- 
ity is to be found in many parts of 
Canada, especially in the east and at 
some points in British Columbia, 
Some exists in Manitoba in the vicin- 
ity of Lakes Winnipeg and Winni- 
pegosis, Otherwise there is none 
available on the prairies. What is 
known as lime kiln refuse is some- 
times sold as “Agricultural Lime,” but 
the advice is tendered that purchases 
should be made only on analysis as 
to the percentages of quick lime, car- 
bonite of lime, cite, present. The 
chief objects of the application of 
lime, or carbonate of lime, are the 
neutralization of sourness and the im- 
provement of the mechanical condi- 
tion of soils. The characteristic of 
the soils that should be treated are 
pointed out and the influence of lime 
explained. The comparative values 
of the different kinds are set forth 
as well as the methods of application, 
Attention is given to the use and mis- 
use of lime and results from detailed 
experiments, A table shows the 
composition of limestone found in 
fourteen places in New Brunswick, 
nine in Quebec, six in British Colum- 
bia, nine in Nova Scotia and ten in 
Ontario. Prince Edward Island is 
also shown to have deposits,

Hon. J, E. Brownlee, the new 
attorney-general of Alberta, in the 
course of an interview With The Cal- 
gary Herald, Friday, ptated that a 
very thorough study would be made 
of the Liquor Act. ‘ft is too big a 
question to attempt any radical 
change just now,” he said. “The 
attitude of the department has been 
very definitely exprgssed, We ex- 
pect the act to be /enforced and so 
far as possible th@ department, as 
now constituted, a be behind all 
efforts in that dirgetion. I am not 
suggesting that thig has not been the 
policy in the past” he added, “but 
the study that wilf be made will in- 
clude, of course, a) survey of the dif- 
ferent, branches of the department 
which have the administration of the 
act.” + 2h@ 

The attorner-general reiterated 
that until he had an opportunity of 
making a complete survey, which 
would take in thei study of the acts 
of all other provinces, and obtained 
all information possible, he would 
not suggest there would be any great 
change. . 

The attorney-gereral stated that he 
had already had) the pleasure of 
meeting some the doctors and 
chemists in Edmpnton and he in- 
tended meeting | more of them 
through Albemta, an effort to get 
their views on Ma, of the details of 
the liquor businesg.
